President's Message 
The depths of win- Mi) "| ss 7 
ter in these parts 
of Northern Eu- 
rope can be a de- 
pressing time with 
the short daylight 
and often (but not 
always!) gloomy 
weather; it’s why 
the highlight of 
Christmas and 
New Year is such a big deal. But | also look for- 
ward to this time because it marks a spike in 
DX propagation to North America on 20 m, and 
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lately 17 m, in late afternoon around the time daylight is fading and before the band(s) go to sleep 
for the night. This largely bypasses the Atlantic seaboard and focusses on the far Midwest, across 
the Plains and Rockies to the Pacific producing signals with that magical auroral or echoey sound 
that never fails to produce a tingle down my spine. 


Increasingly | find I’m working more and more CWops members, presumably reflecting the ex- 
panding membership and activity levels. Many are familiar calls that appear many times in my log. 
Some have only previously been worked in contests and it’s always fun to be able spend more 
than a few brief seconds and have a jangle and learn something about the character behind the 
call. There are a lot of very competent ops out there who aren’t CWops members and these can 
stand out very obviously when rag-chewing like this. Without the rush and bustle of a contest | al- 
so find it easier to form an impression and jot down the calls to follow up on later. I’m not the only 
one attracted by the propagation at this time and many calls appear repeatedly over many days - 
Scotty, W7SW has been a regular beacon at times! Repeat QSOs are common and this led to me 
‘recruiting’ two new members within a week around the turn of the year following ‘rag-chews’ ei- 
ther side of Christmas. 


It's good to keep the intake of new members ticking over. We have no restricted lists and welcome 
all forms of CW operating. The bigger our membership, the stronger we are as a club and the bet- 
ter able we are to represent and support our favourite mode. It seems IARU globally are consider- 
ing handing over 5 kHz in the CW allocation of 17 m and 12 m to data which is an indication of the 
pressures we have to be aware of. CWops is also a participating club in the International CW Coun- 
cil now which is intended to increase the profile of CW and make it more difficult to be ignored. 
So, we need more members and (even) more activity. | suggested above that rag-chewing is an 
ideal opportunity to gauge someone's ability with CW. There are some who feel it inappropriate to 
nominate somebody solely on the basis of contest contacts with their use of call histories and 
canned messages but it’s clear that most CW contesters are also very good CW operators in their 
own right. We rely on the sponsorship system to ensure potential members from whatever source 
possess overall CW competence, and for a dyed-in-the-wool contester this could involve encoun- 
ters in a variety of contests sufficient to build a picture over time of proficiency (or not!). Usually 
just 2 CWT contacts wouldn't be considered acceptable without additional support such as for ex- 
ample an exemplary progression through the CW Academy. We simply expect nominators/ 
sponsors to be convinced of a potential member's rounded ability at 25wpm whether rag-chewer, 
contester or DXer. Keep this in mind as you journey around the bands and let’s keep the Nominee 
Status List ticking over with deserving calls. 


Finally, some very good CW operators who join in our activities have been asked about, and de- 
clined, consideration for CWops membership for a variety of reasons. We need to respect their 
views so now have a feature to allow these calls to be noted to avoid any irritation and wasted 
time caused by multiple futile approaches. Before asking therefore, please check this list to con- 
firm the call is not on it; the list is in the ‘Members Only’ section along with the Nomination infor- 
mation. If someone you approach declines please enter the call in the list along with reasons giv- 
en, this will keep the data up to date and useful.

The Looking Glass War 


“The carrying of a very heavy weight such as 
a large suitcase or trunk, immediately before 
sending practice, renders the muscles of the 
forearm, wrist and fingers too insensitive to 
produce good Morse.” 


What? 


| watched the 2011 film Tinker Tailor Soldier 
Spy in early 2021. Call it part of my pandem- 
ic film festival. Said to be “the best espio- 
nage film ever made” by one reviewer, | had 
loved the book 40 years earlier and | wanted 
more. So, | decided to read all the John Le 
Carre George Smiley books in order. 


The Looking Glass War is the fourth in the series and, when | started, | knew nothing about the 
book. It is certainly less well known than Tinker Tailor or The Spy Who Came In from the Cold. | 
read the 25th anniversary edition and Le Carre included that quote above in his forward which, 
needless to say, got my attention. 


And then, about a third of the way into the book, Le Carre introduces a character named Jack 
Johnson who is referred to as “the king of ham radio.” 


What? 


If you know Le Carre, it will not surprise you to learn that Johnson is sent behind the Iron Curtain 
to do some work for Her Majesty during the Cold War. He will need to take with him a large, 
heavy radio in a suitcase so he can communicate with his handlers, who will remain safely in the 
west. He needs to be trained on how to use the radio: “Most of your crystals will be around the 
three megacycle mark, so you may not have to change your coil - get a nice stretch on your aerial 
and you'll be a hundred per cent, ... specially at night. Now watch the tuning. You've connected 
up your aerial, earth, key, headphones and power pack. Look at your signal plan and see what 
frequency you're on; fish out the corresponding crystal, right?’ He held up a small capsule of 
black bakelite, guided the pins into the double socket - ‘Shoving the male ends into the doodahs, 
like so.” 


What? As someone who was first licensed in 1993, | have never used anything but a modern, sol- 
id state rig. None of which had interchangeable crystals and, as far as | know, a doodah. 


The Looking Glass War is not a book in the same vein as Le Carre’s more famous earlier works 
where the Secret Service was both clever and competent. In this book they are not really very 
good at all, motivated first and foremost by the need to feed their vanities, hence the title. But it 
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is still a good read from an author who was an un- 
qualified success, and if you are looking for some- 
thing from the espionage genre where radio and CW 
plays an important part, put this book on your list.

noise, similar to a very loud ticking, which came from a tiny room where the radio station had 
been mounted ... door of the room in religious silence, | remember Gino IT9ZWS sitting behind a 
huge and noisy machine from which, in addition to the infernal ticking, a trickle of smoke rose. 
Piero, to Gino's right, was holding a thin strip of paper in his hand, all pitted that entered a slot in 
the infernal machine in a loop that lasted tens of seconds and then stopped.

cerns about the IARU’s proposed new band plans for 12, and 17m. The IARU proposal includes 
allocating 5kHz of the CW segment to digital modes. 


The proposal means that the 12-metre CW band will go from 25 to 20 kHz (24.890-24.910) and 
the 17-metre band from 27 to 22 kHz (18.068-18.090). The full band plan proposal may be down- 
loaded here Editor's Note: click on link, close the pop-up and then click on Input. The band plan is the 
only pdf doc in the list. The file is also available in the files area of CWops Groups.io here 


NTC is strongly opposed to these plans. DL-AGCW have written a similar letter which has also 
been sent to VERON.

Kolja DK5KK, Since Dennis WA2USA shared in the last Solid Copy's QTX Comments that | was go- 
ing to work the CQ160 from DP4E, | thought | would tell you how it went. 


Three of us met at the station two weeks before 
the contest. DP4E is one hour north of where | 
live. The QTH has had some military location in 
the past but now there is a relay for mobile com- 
munication at the top of the 70m tower. 


Next to the tower is a house where the shack 
was located. From former experiments there 
was already a coax cable we could use that led 
to the top. | brought a harness from work that 
could be attached to a hook that went up with 
me and would stop me if | would slip and fall. | 
was surprised how tiring it was to climb up the 
70m high vertical ladder. At the top of the tower 
| attached a patch cable and a dipole to the ca- 
ble, then fixed it below the highest platform of 
the tower. 


Ralf, DL4YR and Kai, DL3HAH, helped me from 
the ground, attached the dipole to the rope, 
pulled ropes back and forth and finally fixed the 
ropes in nearby fields. 


The antenna was an inverted V, of course, and 
we found it difficult to stretch it far out, because 
the ropes would hang and the fact that the sta- 
tion is located on a hill made it even more diffi- ; 
cult. At the end | think the angle was a bit point- 70m tower from below

This was passed on to me while sitting in 
the radio shack one night with the Chief 
Radioman aboard the USS Klondike who 
claimed all Real CWops know what is a 
Bug Lip. His father was a telegrapher for 
Western Union back in the early 1900s. 
WU operators were paid by the word 
(five characters per word) to send and 
receive messages. Then about that time 
"bugs" came on the market and many 
telegraphers started using them as they 
were much faster. But, Western Union The "Bug Lip" 
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Telephone switchboard plug Straight key and 1940 Vibroplex bug 


would not allow the wiring at their operator stations to be modified to accept the bugs, so an en- 
terprising WU employee found that by changing the plug on the bug to the type used on tele- 
phone switch boards, the telephone plug (bugs could be ordered with these plugs) could be in- 
serted into the WU key and the bug could be used. That place was on the key was slightly modi- 
fied and eventually became standard on many keys. It became known as the "The Bug Lip". BTW, 
that's his "bug" (mine now) in the photo. The S/N dates it to 1940...So there ya go...Another use- 
less bit of trivia? Perhaps, but now you're a "real" CW guy.

One of them is transcribed CW 
QSOs, so people can experience the art of telegraphy, with the convenient help of subtitles, tran- 
scribing the code being heard. | believe that this will help some ops to get the feel of the contacts 
and inspire them to practice and get on the air more. | also have some SWL content of number 
stations (more to follow). | believe receiving commercial traffic is a good mill-copy exercise, which 
| sometimes practice myself. On the channel, you'll also find part of my CW contest runs (like the 
last CQ WW CW 2021) and POTA activations (more on that below). Future plans are for some elec- 
tronics and other DIY ham projects, so stay tuned 


By producing this content, | wanted to give back to the ham radio community and help it grow, 
especially in the art of Morse code communications. As a teacher myself, in the field of audio en- 
gineering and sound design, | wanted to direct my teaching passion at spreading the word on CW 
and the hobby in general. | have always enjoyed teaching and showing people cool things in the 
world, to inspire them. It started in high school, where | was the go-to guy for explaining stuff to 
fellow classmates and continued through university, where | also became an instructor in Brazili- 
an Jiu-Jitsu. My passion in synthesizers and sound eventually led me to my current job in audio 
and | must say that radio electronics comes in handy in that field, to understand signal pro- 
cessing concepts. | try to incorporate elements of that in my teaching. But | digress. 


In my work, I’m often producing various tutorials and educational videos. Although there are a lot 
of great ham radio videos on the web, providing great educational value (Dave KEOOG comes to 
mind), | felt that shorter form videos, that are visually appealing and presenting the hobby in an

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attractive way, even to people that know nothing of ham radio, can help build the image of the 
hobby as an exciting activity, with all the options available in the modern world. This is especially 
important if we want to get some of the young crowd in. Therefore, | thought | might use my vid- 
eo recording and editing skills to start creating videos for YouTube, revolving around what | do on 
the air. | try to incorporate techniques like animated subtitling, time-lapse, dynamic zooms, pan 
and montage, to keep the videos interesting. 


| also produce my own electronic music and sound effects for added thill. In the past years | used 
to produce music software video content for social media and live synthesizer music jams, so | 
got a glimpse of what the viewer likes to see and what keeps him interested. | think the modest 
following and nice comments on the channel prove that I’m on the right path. Check it out for 
yourselves and, if you like what you see, I’d be grateful, if you’d do me an honor and subscribe to 
my channel or share my videos with your friends, to keep the user base growing (and me moti- 
vated, HI Hl). 


Now for the technical bits. I’m 
filming with Xiaomi Mi 4K Ac- 
tion Cam and an iPhone 8. 
Shooting in 4K provides extra 
resolution, that allows for 
zooming and panning in post- 
production, without loss of 
quality (assuming the target 
format is 1080p). Audio is ei- 
ther recorded directly with the 
iPhone when shooting free 
hand, but for stuff like con- 
tests and POTA activations, | 
use a portable recorder Sony 
PCM-M10 to capture line au- 
dio from the transceiver and 
either monitor with earbuds’ & 
or speaker like JBL Go 2 which 
you can see in my videos. The 
audio is then synced to video. 
Editing is performed in Wondershare Filmora X, which is an inexpensive piece of software that’s 
pretty light on CPU and while aimed at the consumer market, still gives me a lot of options, 
effects, titles, elements, transitions and what-not. It’s also very easy to use. There's also Fllmora 
Pro, but I've found the learning curve and CPU usage too high for my modest needs. Audio edit- 
ing and music production is done in Apple Logic Pro X, using software and hardware synthesizer 
instruments in my studio. 


Filming CQ WW 


A lot of people have been asking about my current field setup, that | use in my POTA activation 
videos. | plan to make a video about this, but let me share some of the details here. | use a SW-3B 
QRP transceiver (40/30/20m) and a homebrew EFHW antenna. Power is provided via 3x Li-ion 
batteries in a battery cradle I've put in a supplement pill-box and soldered in thicker wires and

I've always been a camping/survival gadget geek, but never actually did much camping and bush- 
craft. I'm an active person and | guess sitting in the woods just didn’t feel exciting enough. But | 
enjoy nature, walking, biking and horseback riding in the woods around my QTH (me and my wife 
keep our own horses, you can see the stable on my QSL card on QRZ). Radio compliments my 
interest in being in nature really well, as | now have a reason to set up Somewhere and make 
contacts. Surely more videos of POTA activations will follow on my channel.

My CW Academy Journey

There are many questions and discussions about the negatively effects of Covid-19 leading to 
people's sense of isolation. However, this hasnt been my personal experience, while I've kept to 
the rules and sadly seen friends and colleagues fall sick and be hospitalized, even worse lost 
friends and family to Covid 


In October 2019, before Covid-19 broke loose, | had signed up for a CW course with Hans van der 
Pennen PA3GXB, PI4VPO Club station VERON Afd. Voorne-Putten (and also with PI4HAL although

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starting this course never got off the ground [https://www.iwab.nu/PI4HAL-Morse-Academy- 
morseacademy.html ]). This was in principle for one evening a week. During the information 
evening Hans explained that for those a little older it could be more difficult to pick up some 
skills. An idea I’m in complete disagreement with, since what is old ? | had just turned 60 years 
young leading a full life at work, enjoying sport and most importantly with my family and grand- 
son. “Im not falling for this”, | thought. My brainpower has enough capacity, | just need to know 
how to go about learning with CW. Just how will become clear later in the story. 


The course with Hans PA3GXB began at the speed of 5wpm as is usual for most amateurs. Every- 
thing was closed during the festive holiday in December 2019 and by the end of February 2020 
Covid-19 was on the increase and the rules became 
more strict. Then in March of 2020 the weekly visits 
to the clubhouse for the CW training were discon- 
tinued. It was still possible to follow the training 
with the Rotterdamse repeater on Monday nights, 
and later with the SDR in Delft. Personally, | didnt 
think this much of a solution. At first, | kept up with 
my practice but it fell away somewhat compared to 
time spent at the club. 


During the 2020 Summer holiday spent on a Dutch 
campsite, keeping a suitable distance regarding 
Covid-19 regulations, | read an article on the inter- 
net about CWops (https://cwops.org/ ). Until then | had never heard of it and having found the 
article interesting contacted Joe Fischer AA8TA at the end of August 2020. Within 24 hours | had 
been accepted onto the course which begin a week later. The same day | received a pleasant and 
interesting email from my “advisor” (as CWops refers to them) out of which flowed an amicable 
correspondence. No question went unanswered as Duncan Fisken G3WZD replies came within 
minutes. | decided immediately to take the course for beginners starting September 2020 


| had already stated that | was dyslexic (for those unfamiliar with dyslexia | recommend reading 
The Gift of Dyslexia by Ronald D. Davis to open a new world of insight, at least it did for me). 


Returning to the subject of Duncan G3WZD and the start of the CWops beginners course, there 
were the 4 of us. Tony M6AAO, Martin EI2HIB, Joao CT2ITA and |. We already had the course 
material and other info via email. Also a good working PC/laptop/signal key and internet 
connection for the Zoom sessions were required. We had to be prepared to devote 60 minutes a 
day to practice. That needn ‘t be in a1 hour block but could be broken up in to blocks of half an 
hour to 10 minutes, whatever the preference so long as we practiced every day for the CWops 
course.: https://morsecode.world/international/trainer/trainer.html 


We began he first lesson at a reasonably high tempo, which we had to get used to. We were reas- 
sured that by the third to fifth lesson this would no longer be a problem. This proved to be the 
case. In the meantime, Joao CT2ITA stopped with the lessons and we continued with the 3 of us 
with what became something more like private lessons. | looked forward to each lesson ona 
Monday and Thursday evening with great pleasure and miraculously learn so much without even 
realizing at the time. Duncan G3WZD was very encouraging which worked very well. The begin- 
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ners course developed quickly and by lesson 12 or 13 we were using the signal key/paddle. Dun- 
can suggested we take part in the SST contest http://www.k1usn.com/sst.html on Friday eve- 
nings. Duncan G3WZD was very supportive which was a boost to my self confidence in regard to 
CW. The beginners course lasted 2 months in total, which flew by. The 3 of us all passed the 
course and advised to register for the Basic course. This | did directly and sent an email to Kate 
Hutton K6HTN and Joe Fischer AA8TA asking if | could follow the Basic course with Duncan 
G3WZD since he had read up on dyslexia and was a good motivator for me. Kate KOHTN and Joe 
AA8TA dealt with my request so that it was possible for me to take the classes with Duncan 
G3WZD. In the meantime | took part in the SST on Friday evening, repeating the lessons at least 5 
days a week as well as maki g use of the LCWO program https://Icwo.net 


We also make use of the Morse Ninja tools https://morsecode.ninja 


In January 2021 the Basic course began with Michal SP1MM, Dusann (Leon) S55AC, Neno 
9A6ZE, David CT7AUP and me. | must say that from day 1 of the course there was a good- 
humored atmosphere with a great deal of respect for each 
other. We all got on very well together during the course. 
Some of us were downright fanatical, helping and supporting 
each other. Duncan G3WZD had done a good job of setting 
the mood. Happily, by the fourth lesson we were able to wel- 
come another advisor Theo PA3HEN so that Duncan G3WZD 
was able to split the group into 2 during the Zoom lessons so 
that we would each receive more attention in carrying out our assignments | saw this as an in- 
spired move and saw everyone develop and improve. Some of us became a veritable “Speedy 
Gonzales”. This meant that others were able to get even more attention if needed. When your 
classmates saw you working hard the whole group would help each other. It was a very happy 
and productive period. Eventually we all passed the Basic course and encouraged to continue. In 
my case | should use the interim period to increase my signaling speed while making sure the 
contents were accurate. | worked on this very hard getting much needed feedback from Theo 
PA3HEN and Duncan G3WZD as well as from my classmates David CT7AUP and Leon S55AC.

In April 2021 the Intermediate course started with Hanz van de Pol YL3ID as course instructor 
with the group comprising old students: Leon S55AC, David CT7AUP, Marian OM5MI, Simon 
MW7KEE (who stopped after one lesson) and me. Some knew Hanz YL3ID from the Beginners 
class while for me it was a new acquaintance, though it soon became clear he was an instructor 
with a passion to help everyone with CW and to motivate them. Again there was a mutual respect 
and willingness to help each other within the group. We had a lot of fun too while learning from 
Hanz YL3ID as well as from other students during the radio hobby competitions and related ac- 
tivities. The work tempo was high as was the mood. Pamela was our muse, and though | had 
some difficulty in the beginning with the head copy, Hanz YL3ID was relentless that we should 
repeat the exercises, to form words and sentences and make new sentences from these. Each 
student should repeat this with signals so you would signal new sentences for the next student, 
who would then repeat the process. This was a very effective learning method for the group. We 
continued to improve and developed to Call, RST, time & date which was a great experience as 
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we looked forward to our Monday and Thursday night lessons 


Occasionally we made contact in CW with the SST http://www.k1usn.com/sst.html contest up to 
20 wpm, on Friday evenings. | managed to work from home in CW with K1USN on 7MHz and 
14MHz. For this | can thank the fact that while | live 6 m below sea level my long wire antenna 
with an AT130E is at a height of 7m, so 1m above sea level. 


Since the Basic course we had a WhatsApp group which we still used. With the Intermediate 
group we used WhatsApp for CW everyday no matter how busy everyone was with other things 


We were fanatics, although | didn ‘t see it like this, even after we all passed the Intermediate 
course, we carried on every week with our instructor Hanz YL3JD until the end of August 2021 
until the Advanced course would start. Most of us, myself included, went on a summer holiday. 
However, we all managed to log on twice a week so long we had a fast enough internet connec- 
tion, such was the enthusiasm of the group. By this time, we had welcomed Mano SV1DAY and 
Neno 9A6ZE into the group. A 
few of the group are so profi- 
cient that they may become 
CWops instructors at some 
point. Who knows, time will tell. 


At that point we sent an email 
to Joe Fisher AA8TA and Kate

Here is the task list | used for creating and pub- 
lishing a book: 


1. Write the book. You are now half finished! 


2. Decide why you wrote it. Are you printing 50 

copies of your favorite hymns to give away at the back of your church, for free? Are you writing it 
to make lots of money? Are you writing what amounts to a sales brochure for an existing busi- 
ness of yours? This choice steers you toward one publisher or another. 


3. There are three entities involved. The author, the publisher and the printer. You can be all 
three if you like - just print your book at home. You can take your manuscript to Kinko’s and 
have them print and spiral bind as many as you like - you now have a printer but you are still the 
author and publisher. In these examples you have no distribution channel. How to do plan to 
sell your book(s)? You can try for a “big time” house to publish your book. It is highly unlikely 
however that a ham radio book will be picked up by a publisher like Simon and Schuster unless 
you are Stephen King. Or, you can go to someplace like Amazon. When you go to Amazon’s pub- 
lishing service - called KDP (Kindle Direct Publishing) - then you are the author but the publisher 
and the printer is Amazon. KDP only did eBooks for Kindles when it started, but the name lived 
on and is now a misnomer. KDP does eBooks, soft cover and hard cover books. As an aside, soft 
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cover books like mine are printed one at atime. There is no inventory. Somehow if you order 
one on Monday, as an Amazon Prime customer it will be at your door Wednesday. 


4. | chose Amazon partly for their reach, partly because they will print anyone's work without 
judgment and partly for their price, which is ZERO. 


5. There are MANY competitors to KDP. | suggest you watch YouTube videos about it. The best 
publishing route is different depending on many factors, not the least of which is your answer to 
question #2 above. Why did you write the book? 


6. There are two pieces to your book. The cover and the interior. KDP’s requirements are: 1. 
You have an Amazon account. An existing Amazon account is fine, there is no special one for au- 
thors. 2. You answer lots of easy questions. 3. You upload your cover and interior as PDFs. 4. 
You wait (minutes) for the KDP computer to check the PDFs for format and layout to see if they 
meet the KDP criteria.

There are freelancers who will get you on 
Barnes & Nobel.com, Walmart.com, etc. Not in the stores...just on their web sites. It’s fun to 
poke around Fiverr.com and see what you can buy. | bought cover design and layout/formatting 
and that’s it. 


11. Most of KDP’s questions are easy to answer. Black and white or color? Answer: B&W (except 
for the cover). Size? Nearly everyone picks 6 X 9. Any adult content? No. US or worldwide 
sales? Most pick worldwide. White or cream paper? White. What is the title? What is the subti- 
tle? Here is a harder one: Price? You get to pick the price. KDP tells you what it will cost to print 
and ship. You set any price you like above that. The “profit” gets split per a complex algorithm 
but works out to about 50/50. 50% of the profit is your royalty. You must give KDP a bank ac- 
count routing number for them to send you royalties. They will not send you a check. 


12.Surprise! You are a small business person! KDP will send you a form 1040 at the end of the 
year. This is earned income. You will deduct your expenses from your royalties and pay income 
tax on that. 


13.Content. Obviously you can’t plagiarize - there are rules however that allow for the use of 
“excerpts” from other's works, under certain conditions, with credit citations. Where authors go 
wrong is using figures and pictures from the internet or other's books and articles. These are of- 
ten copyrighted material and in the case of the internet, you often can’t tell if there is a copyright 
and who holds it. Suggestions: Take your own photos and make your own drawings where you 
can. Where you want or need pictures or artwork that’s not yours, send a permission request to 
the copyright holder asking for permission. For my book | did this 30 times. | got turned down 
twice. If you see something on the internet and can't determine the copyright status or holder, 
DON'T USE IT! 


14. There is one more critical part. KDP wants a book description to be on the book's home page. 
This sells the book. It’s important. That's 1,000 words, more or less, of additional writing to do. 
Also, KDP wants you to select up to ten of their subject categories, from which they add links to 
your book. | have my book in the “Radio Communications” category among others. | found mak- 
ing this choice difficult and time consuming. 
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15.Changes. You can always change the price and the category links. You cannot change the 
cover. You can correct typos in the interior but that’s all. Under no circumstance can you change 
the title or subtitle. For non-allowed changes your only option is to delete the book and launch a 


new one! 


Legal ramifications - how to avoid. Don’t slander anyone or any company. If you can, stay away 
from disparaging any company’s products, service, etc. Don’t use copyrighted material without 
written permission. Save the permission emails. It is sometimes recommended to set up an LLC 
and pass royalties to yourself through the LLC. For a simple ham radio book | decided this was 
overkill - but remember, what you write and publish IS in the public domain and you can’t take it 
back. There can be unhappy ramifications. Be careful.

shore breeze. | was able to make 23 QSOs including V26 and VE6, all on 20. Good ears! | called 
many others and saw my signal spotted several times. 


The balcony overlooked the 9" hole and | must admit that the loop and some (purposely loud) 
CW did distract a fair number of golfers. But heck, less distraction than the 8 foot alligators. 


Family activities conspired to make the 1300 CWT my only operating time so | never did get a 
chance to figure out digital modes. | did learn that the KX3 + Alex Loop + laptop logger work sur- 
prisingly well on CW so I'll be taking the system with me more often. 


Finally, a tip of the hat to Eric, W3DQ. We share use of the radio and antenna and he’s done a 
great job figuring out a practical traveling solution. 
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A Web Based Morse Code Trainer App 


Mark Percival, KC4T 


When | started learning Morse code, | spent a good deal of time looking for software to help me 
on the journey. There's no lack of great options, from websites like LCWO.net to Windows desk- 
top software like RufzXP and even a decent number of mobile applications. So why build another 
Morse code training application? 


For me, it was a way to scratch my own itch. | wanted a mobile application that wasn't passive; 
not just listening to Morse code, but forcing myself to listen actively by quizzing me for the cor- 
rect answer at the end. My other issue was with apps that had the user enter the correct answer 
via keyboard. Most of us make liberal use of autocorrect to pick the (sometimes) correct word 
when we fat finger a wrong character or two. For Morse code training, like Koch, this becomes an 
arduous and infuriating task on nearly any mobile on-screen keyboard. 


| also wanted to build an application that was open source and easily accessible to users wanting 
to make changes or improvements. Ham radio software, especially free ham radio software, 
tends to be developed in spurts, mostly around a single author's time constraints. | also worry 
that a lot of great ham radio software will be lost as technology changes and users aren't able to 
easily run it on their modern device (Chromebooks and iPads vs Windows for example). While 
open source isn't a cure-all for this, it at least opens the door for another developer to make the 
necessary changes and improvements required to keep the software relevant and working. 


In selecting a technology, | chose plain HTML and JavaScript. While there are advantages to native 
mobile applications, | think the benefits of mobile web development outweigh them in this partic- 
ular use case. And by writing it in JavaScript (the React framework), it's open to anyone familiar 
with the language, which is a large number of developers today. 


There were definitely some challenges that came with developing this game, the first of which is 
the interface. | didn’t want users fumbling with an on-screen keyboard to interact with the game. 
Multiple choice has its downsides, but it also reduces the interface to a few large buttons. 


The biggest concern with multiple choice is someone guessing the correct answer by only recog- 
nizing a few characters. | tried to solve for this by providing VERY similar sounding answers to the 
user. It does this with something | called "evil swap" which swaps similar Morse characters for the 
correct ones. "G's get swapped randomly for "Z", "C"'s for "K's, "U"s for "V"s and so on. In a mul- 
tichoice format for 5 random characters, the wrong answers will be very similar sounding to the 
correct answer and require the end user to master them before seeing their score meaningfully 
increase. 


For word games we use a modified version of a common computing algorithm (Levenstein) to 
find similar words - "QRM" for "QRN", "SWEAT" for "SWEET" and so on. Although it's a bit easier to 
guess because there are only so many possible similar words, we can usually find one or two op- 
tions that will give you real trouble. 


One advantage of multiple choice is that you can’t type along as you listen; you're forced to keep 
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it all in your head until it finishes. The 
answers aren't displayed until the 
phrase finishes, so just as with head 
copy, you need to keep building the 
phrase in your head. | find “Random 
Word” mode particularly challenging be- 
cause I’m not able to predict the next Head Copy Games 
word based on the previous. This be- 
comes more than just a Morse code 
challenge, but also a memory game.

CW Academy

A frequently asked question is: what class should | take? While many people would like for there 
to be an easy, objective way to measure where a student belongs, it can be like asking: “How well 
do you play the piano?” or “How well do you swim?” 


We now have four class possibilities: beginner, basic, intermediate and advanced. The beginner 
class should be easy enough to decide if appropriate. It is designed for people who have no 
knowledge of Morse code or might have some experience learning it from scouting or other 
means. We also sometimes see people who passed the 20-WPM code test that used to be used 
in the United States to get an amateur extra license but then they forgot almost all of what they 
knew. The goal of the beginner class is to learn the sounds of 39 characters. This means know- 
ing that each character has a unique sound. So, the question then becomes: how many charac- 
ters do you know the sounds of? A few? Most? 


The recently introduced basic class is designed for people who know most or all of the character 
sounds that the beginner class teaches but have trouble instantly recognizing those sounds. 
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Having to think about many of those sounds for a few seconds in order to say what they heard is 
what this class is designed for. The focus of this class is to take a person from actively thinking 
about what they heard to immediately knowing what they heard. Thus, this class is designed for 
people who know most or all of the Morse code characters but need help to quickly hear them 
(not think about what they heard). 


The intermediate class requires the skills attained from the basic class, which is why the basic 
was created. Students in an intermediate class must be able to quickly recognize characters. Alt- 
hough all of our classes emphasize head-copying skills, the intermediate class is where these 
skills are really emphasized. Being able to hear and understand multi-character combinations 
and words is developed in this class. 


The advanced class carries on from the intermediate class. Students here are expected to be 
comfortable hearing word sounds and will develop further skills in hearing phrases, QSO ex- 
changes, higher speed contest skills, copy-from-behind skills and other advanced topics. 


Sending is heavily emphasized in all classes and a student's ability to send with paddles is ex- 
pected to be commensurate with their copying abilities. 


It might be worth noting that a person does not necessarily need to take each of these classes in 
the order above. A beginner student might master the instant character recognition skill needed 
for the intermediate class and is then ready to take the intermediate class. 


In all of the above, | never mentioned WPM cutoffs. This can be a difficult thing to reason about. 
If somebody says that they copy Morse code at 18 WPM, what does that really mean? Is that indi- 
vidual characters with a lot of space between each one? Are they counting the dits and dahs in 
many of the characters they hear? Are they following conversations at 18 WPM in their head? 
The answer to each of these would place the student in different classes; a basic class for the two 
examples and either the intermediate or advanced class for the last example. 


When a student signs up for a class, they are offered a section that has audio files at different 
speeds that they can listen to. These are each about one minute long and the prospective stu- 
dent should listen to them, preferably with their eyes closed, and not write anything down. On 
the CW Academy page, there are student resources for each class that include audio files for 
short stories and QSOs (there are none for the beginner class). A person can listen to these, pref- 
erably with eyes closed, no writing, and see if they can pick up a general idea of what is going on. 


All four levels have their respective student practice instructions in the student resource area for 
each class. A prospective student can do the first two or three lessons and see how well they do. 
If it is not out of their skill level, then that would be the class to sign up for. As you might have 
noticed, picking a class can require some time to find out where a student's skill level is. 


Trying these things and checking in with one of us listed at the top of this page if there are any 
questions should hopefully help to find an appropriate class for a prospective student.

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CWops Tests

First, a reminder: If you qualified for a CWT medal for 2021 and you want an actual physical med- 
al, you have to ask for it by sending an email with your callsign to cwtmedals@cwops.org by the 
end of February. If you don’t want a medal, you don't have to do anything; the default this year 
will be not to send CWT medals to anyone who didn't specifically ask for one. 


Whether you want a medal or not, a new feature of the CWT program this year is that you can 
download a pdf certificate that you can have printed and framed, display on a web page, or what- 
ever. Even if you did not qualify for one of the medals, as long as you submitted at least one CWT 
score with 10 QSOs or more you can download a participation certificate. The web page where 
you can do this is supplied by Fabian DJSCW, at https://cwops.telegraphy.de/certificate/ . To 
download your certificate, go to that web page, enter your callsign and click on the “Go” button. If 
your callsign is found on the list of CWT participants with at least 10 QSOs in at least one CWT in 
2021, a pdf certificate will be generated, and a link will appear from which you can download it. If 
you met the criteria for one of the medals, the certificate will show which medal level you 
reached. The certificates were designed by Alex VE3MA, and they look really good (especially the 
medal-level certificates) - go ahead and download yours! 


The other main change to the CWT program is the addition of a fourth weekly CWT at 0700z 
Thursdays. This session was actually active on an unofficial basis in the second half of 2021, but 
for 2022 it is now official and counts towards the CWT medals and award certificates. Participa- 
tion in this session in 2021 was relatively low, but now that it counts towards awards, the activity 
is picking up. 


In fact, the activity in all four CWT sessions has jumped upwards in early 2022. The numbers of 
reported scores in all four sessions reached new all-time highs on January 26/27: 451 scores sub- 
mitted for the 1300z session, 510 scores for the 1900z session, 378 scores in the 0300z session, 
and 107 scores reported in the new 0700z session. That particular week was not a fluke either - 
the reported participation levels in the other weeks in January were also among the highest ever 
recorded. 


The 1300z session is the one with the broadest participation. On January 26, 75% of the scores 
were from North American stations, 23% from European stations, and 2% were from stations in 
other continents. The 1900z session has higher total participation, mostly because even more 
North American stations join in: 78% North American, 21% European and 1% other. Not surpris- 
ingly considering the local times involved, participation in the 0300z session is mostly North 
American: 94% North American, 4% European and 1% other. Again unsurprisingly, that flips at 
0700z: 62% of reported scores on January 27 were from European stations, 40% from North 
American stations, and there was one lone score reported from Asia. Perhaps a bit more disap- 
pointing, though, is the fact that the total European participation at 07002z is still below that at 
1300z and 1900z: 66 reported scores at 0700z from Europe, versus more than 100 scores from 
Europe in the first two sessions (and 20 at 0300z). 
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It will be interesting to see how this develops. There is a positive feedback loop involved: the 
more people there are on the bands taking part, the more fun the session is and the more peo- 
ple want to join in. Let's hope participation in the new session follows a similar pattern to the old- 
er sessions.

CWops Member Awards

During January, additional members submitted logs and our February update features scores 
from more participants. This first set of scores and rankings for 2022 has some familiar calls at 
the top, but a new number one, KR2Q. We added KG9X, WOUO, and WT9U as new members of 
the top ten where they join AA3B, K3WW, K3WJV, NA8V, K7QA, N7US and N5RZ who repeat as 
top ten members. Because of a tie in fifth position, there are eleven members in this month's top 
ten. Forty-two members have contacted 100 or more DXCC entities, and 112 members have com- 
pleted CWops WAS by contacting members in all 50 states. You can see complete rankings for all 
award categories at https://cwops.telegraphy.de/scores. 


CWops Award Tools Participation 


The Top 100 ACA scores reported in Solid Copy represent ACTIVE participants only, meaning you 
must have submitted a log in the current year. Since ACA scores reset to zero at the beginning of 
each year, active participants are those with a non-zero ACA score. 


At the end of 2021 we had 257 active participants in the Member Awards Program. As of Febru- 
ary 4, 2022, we have 162 active participants. If you haven't yet submitted any logs for 2022, 
please do so soon, and we can include your score among the participants. 


Inactive participants previously achieved scores in categories other than ACA that are not shown 
in the Searchable and Sortable Scores Table. To see rankings and scores for both active and inac- 
tive participants please use the Score Overview Table where inactive participants are listed with 
ACA scores of zero, but their scores in other categories are listed at the highest level that was 
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previously submitted. 


Remember that you can see the final 2021 scores or final scores for any other year by going to 
the Score Overview Table and selecting the desired year from the “Final scores:” list at the top of 
the page. All scores categories on the page will then show the final scores and standings for the 
end of the selected year. 


This year, Fabian has added a new feature to the Searchable and Sortable Table that graphs your 
current year’s ACA scores by date and allows you to compare your progression to that of others. 
Check the Plot button for those you wish to see plotted and they will all appear on the same 


graph. 


The CWops Award Tools website main page provides a means of printing your CWT Participation 
Certificate. You may request a downloadable certificate by clicking the “CWT certificate down- 
load” selection at the top of the page.

About the CWops Member Awards Program 


Several operating awards are available for contacting CWops members. These include Annual 
Competition Award (ACA) recognizing the total number of CWops members contacted in a single 
year, Cumulative Membership Award (CMA) recognizing the total number of members contacted 
on each amateur band since January 3, 2010, CWops WAS Award for contacting members in all 
50 states, CWops DXCC Award for contacting members in countries on the ARRL DXCC list, 
CWops WAE Award for contacting members in Europe, and CWops WAZ Award for contacting 
members in each of the 40 CQ zones. All contacts must be via CW and between current CWops 
members. To qualify for these awards, you must submit your logs via the tool at the CWops 
Award Tools website https://cwops.telegraphy.de/. You can also print out your awards certifi- 
cates at that same website.

My Story: New Member Biographies 


Tom Glascock, N4LSJ 


There's so much to write and so little space 
to write it in! 


First, | want to give a very heartfelt thanks to 
my nominator and sponsors, WB1LLY, 
WOFN, N8AI, K2ZF, and W6Sx. All of them 
are great operators and friends. Funny sto- 
ry; speaking of great hams, my good friend 
NR4A was nominated and sponsored quick- ~ 
ly right after | was, unbeknownst to 
me. Our numbers are adjacent! Small 
world! Who woulda thunk it?! 


In 1983, | was a naive teenager on 11 meters. My folks told me about this "field day" thing the 
local ham radio club was having, and it was 1,031.52 feet from my bedroom to the patio at the 
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schoolhouse where they were set up. Turns out several of the folks there would be my 

Elmers. One of them, Terry, W4ZQ told me about how "shooting skip" didn't need a linear ampli- 
fier and a huge antenna; this piece of wire 66 feet long will do, and it's legal and encouraged, un- 
like on 11 meters. My mind was blown and | was instantly hooked, hearing them talk to Florida 
and Texas effortlessly on a piece of wire. Interestingly, 38 years later, the county EOC sits in that 
very spot now. 


| took the class, and spent hours with the CW cassette practice tapes and my "Tune In The World 
with Ham Radio" book. | managed to get through the 5 WPM test and passed the written novice 
test, and in August 1983, | had my first callsign: KB4GQO. | got an HW-101 in October and before 
long | managed to hang a wire in the air and nervously got on the air on 40 meters, calling CQ 
very slowly. First QSO was a guy in Michigan, WB8GGxX. | was through the roof and ran thru the 
house hooting and hollering that | had just talked to someone in Michigan! 


My friend Stephen and | upgraded to General on the same day in 1985, and | got my current call, 
N4LSJ. | upgraded the rest of the way in mid-1986 but didn't change calls. | did pick up a mic, 
and did use it, but always came back to CW, because it's artful, nostalgic, romantic, and musical. 


| was less active in the 90s, and moving to Cincinnati took me off the air except for a short stint in 
1997, then was QRT for 22 more years. In 2017, | got a better QTH, and in 2019, | got up the 
gumption to build an EFHW and put my old Yaesu FT-757GX back on the air. | was hooked again 
and the magic of CW was back in my life.
